“In the good name of peace, security and 
opportunity the Christian religion is being 
undermined for eventual destruction by the 
World Health Organization,” thus states Dr. 
James DeForest Murch, in an editorial writ- 
ten for United Evangelical Action 6-1-58. 

“The World Health Organization and the 
World Federation for Mental Health,” he 
continues, “are working closely together in 
a program involving legislation and propa- 
ganda at the national and world levels. If 
their plans are successful, they will soon have 
a network of governmental agencies, univer- 
sity chairs, mental institutions, training cen- 
ters, clinics, professional psychiatrists, psy- 
chologists and social workers which can con- 
trol the thinking of humanity.” 

That the “Mental Health” program is pri- 
marily directed against Bible Christianity 
and its moral teachings was disclosed in a 
statement by Dr. G. B. Chisholm, president 
of the World Federation of Mental Health 
and former director general of the World 
Health Organization. Dr. Murch quoted Dr. 
Chisholm as saying that peace, security and 
opportunity cannot come to the world as 
long as “morality—the concept of right and 
wrong” continues to exist. In the William 
‘Alanson White Memorial Lectures in Wash- 
ington (spring of 1958), Dr. Chisholm said: 

“For many generations we have bowed 
our necks to the yoke of the conviction of 
sin. We have swallowed all manner of 
poisonous certainties fed us by our parents, 
our Sunday and day school teachers, our 
priests and others with a vested interest in 
controlling us . . . The reinterpretation and 
eventual eradication of the concept of right 
and wrong which has been the basis of child 
training, the substitution of intelligent and 
rational thinking for faith in the certainties 
of old people, these are the belated objectives 
of practically all effective psychotherapy. 
Would they not be legitimate objectives of 
original education? . . . With the other hu- 
man sciences, psychiatry must now decide 
what is to be the immediate future of the 
human race. No one else can.” 

The World Health Organization of the 
United Nations provided legislation for the 
authorization and execution of this anti- 
Christian program in Article 19 of its Con- 
stitution- | It states: “The Health Assembly

They are to be the adviser to ‘all branches of 
government,” also ‘labor, justice and educa- 
tion.’

In 1950, the Federal Security Agency (now 
the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare) introduced in the United States 
general legislative principles for the execu- 
tion of the WHO master plan through the 
‘Draft Act Governing the Commitment and 
Hospitalization of the Mentally Il.” Since 
then, “over thirty state legislatures have 
adopted portions of this Draft Act, and all 
the States have legislation on their agendas 
which will implement the program.” 

An ` American organization called “The 
Council of State Governments” is now seek- 
ing to change all State Constitutions in order 
to make it legal to seize people wherever 
found and place them in insane asylums: The 
organization’s “Compact on Mental Health,” 
the basis for various Governor’s Conferences, 





Outline of Plan for “Mental Health” 

Sometime prior to 1936, the late Lavrenty 
P. Beria, former head of Russia’s dreaded 
secret police, addressed classes on “Psycho- 
politics,” attended by American students at 
Lenin University. 

Psychopolitics, as defined in their Russian 
Textbook, is “The art and science of assert- 
ing and maintaining dominion over the 
thoughts and loyalties of individuals, officers, 
bureaus, and masses and the effecting of the 
conquest of enemy nations through ‘Mental 

healing.’ ” 

This Textbook, the source of much of our 
information, was condensed and published 
by Kenneth Goff, a former member cf the 
Communist Party, under the title, “Brain- 
washing—A Synthesis of the Russian Text- 
book on Psychopolitics.” The booklet has been 
read into the U.S. Congressional Record. 

Briefly, the main points in Beria’s address 
were as follows: 
1—The psychopolitician must crush every 
“homegrown” variety of mental healing, in- 
cluding that of Bible Faith Healers. The lat- 
ter must be “discredited, defame ¥
